The Board will answer the cor¬ 
respondence outlining present 
business conditions.

In 
many instances the work of a 
lifetime has been wiped out anc 
years of toil has been rendered 
useless. And the crisis is not yet 
passed. The flood condition is to 
be regarded as a National Dis¬ 
aster and many millions of dol¬ 
lars will be needed for rehabil¬ 
itation work. 

The Maple Ridge Lions Club 
is one of a few functioning in 
this valley, and its members are 
doing splendid work, night and 
day, in this time of emergency.

WARNING TO MOTORISTS 

Numerous complaints have 
been received by the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Mounted Police and by 
the Office of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral with respect to the failure 
of drivers of motor vehicles to 
jjim their lights when meeting 
oncoming traffic and also to 
comply with the provisions ’ of 
the Vehicles and Highway Traf¬ 
fic Act and Regulations with re¬ 
spect to proper lighting equip¬ 
ment on their vfehicles at night. 

The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police have been issuing warn¬ 
ings to motorists who have 
failed to comply with the pro¬ 
vision of the Vehicles and High¬ 
way Traffic Act but these warn¬ 
ing in many cases have been 
disregarded. 

In view of the dangerous 
condition created by a failure 
to strictly comply with the pro¬ 
visions of the Vehicles and 
Highway Traffic Act and Regu¬

School Board 
In Favor Of 
Sewage System 

Will Give Financial Aid In 

An Effort to Advance Start 

of Project. 

At a special meeting of Cole¬ 
man School Board last Thurs¬ 
day evening the subject of a 
sewage system came up for dis¬ 
cussion. Chairman George 
Evans stated that council was 
scheduled to deal with the sub¬ 
ject of sewage at the next reg¬ 
ular meeting and he desired 
that the Board be re jpresented. 

Works & Property committee 
reported that two tenders had 
been received to construct a 
septic tank and that consider¬ 
able work would have to b( 
undertaken to keep present 
cesspools in proper condition. 

Chairman Evans stated that 
he understood that the hotels 
were keenly interested in the 
sewage system and that they 
were prepared to absorb a por¬ 
tion of the cost in order that the 
work be started as quickly as 
possible. 

It was unanimously agreed 
that the Board would also con¬ 
tribute financially to a specific 
sum in order that a sewage sys¬ 
tem be constructed and that the 
schools would have the benefit 
of the use of the system. 

Chairman Evans and Trustees 
Holly and Bomben voiced their 
intention of attending the coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Editor’s Note: In an effort to 
follow up the Board's delibera¬ 
tions The Journal contacted a 
local hotel on Monday morn¬ 
ing but the manager stated he 
had no knowledge of the talks 
which are supposedly taking 
place regarding a sewage sys¬ 
tem. He stated that some years 
ago his hotel had offered fin¬ 
ancial assistance but that the 
offer was now void owing to the 
time which had elapsed since 
the offer was made up to the 
present time. 


The regular meeting of the 
council was held on Tuesday 
evening. Present, Mayor F. 
Aboussafy, Councillors Jen¬ 
kins, Ramsay and Wood. 

Mr. F. DeCecco was present 
to ask the council that should

Accident Brings 
$22,200 Action 

Father Maurice LaFrance, 
Roman Catholic priest at the 
Sacred Heart Indian School 
Brocket, Alberta, Nicholas J. 
Nicholas and James F. Wilkie 
of Coleman were named de¬ 
fendants in a $22,200 state¬ 
ment of claim filed at the 
court house Monday by John 
Alexander McDonald, Cole¬ 
man school teacher. 

The claim arose out of an ac¬ 
cident two miles east of Mon¬ 
arch on the Lethbridge-Mac- 
leod highway June 19, 1947, 
when the car driven by Fath¬ 
er LaFrance collided with one 
operated by Wilkie and own¬ 
ed by Nicholas. McDonald, a 
passenger in Wilkie’s auto¬ 
mobile, received extensive 
body injuries. 

He claims the accident was 
due to the sole negligence of 
the two car operators, who 
were driving in an unsafe 
and improper manner. 

McDonald is claiming 
$20,000 general damages and 
$2,200 special damages. Act- 
as counsel for the plaintiff is 
the law firm of McLeod, Riley 
and McDermid.

A Welcome For New Citizens 


IT IS ESTIMATED THAT in the three years since the war ended, some 
200,000 people from other lands have come to make their homes in Canada. 
The majority ot them have come from Europe and many have endured 
years of hardship and suffering before coming here. Undoubtedly to all 
of them, the opportunity to come to Canada meant a chance to make a new 
life under better and happier conditions than those under which they had 
been living. Some, through contacts with Canadian soldiers during the 
fighting in Europe, or through other channels, had gained considerable 
knowledge of this country and were anxious, because of what they had 
learned, to establish themselves here. Others have come only because they 
were seeking a new home, and had less previous knowledge of conditions 
in Canada. 


With Plenty Of Data 
On Soil Prospects For 
The Farmer Is Good 

JASPER, Alta.—The predicted fu¬ 
ture of agriculture on both sides of 
the Canadian Rockies was described 
to delegates attending the third an¬ 
nual convention of the Canadian Feed 
Manufacturers’ association here. 

Dr. R. D. Sinclair, dean of agri¬ 
culture at the University of Alberta, 
said soil conservation is of major 
importance to prairie farmers. 

Professor H. M. King of the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia’s animal 
husbandry department, said his prov¬ 
ince’s problem is to obtain more in¬ 
tensive production from the limited 
number of arable acres suitable for 
farming. 

Prospects for today’s farmers were 
described as good by Dr. Sinclair, 
with plenty of data available for 
study on soil and climatic conditions. 

British Columbia’s need for in¬ 
creased production, Professor King 
said, is being met through intensive 
fertilization, irrigation and rotation 
of crops.

It's A Disgrace 

At one end of the Alberta side of the Pass we 
have a Board of Trade agitating for clean scenic high¬ 
ways. At the other end we have a community which 
has created a nuisance ground right on the edge of the 
main highway. The present condition of our highway 
is sufficient to cause tourists to turn around and go 
home in disgust but the establishing of a nuisance 
ground on the side of the highway is adding insult to 
injury. 

We do not know who is to blame for permitting 
the dumping of refuse along the highway. Investiga¬ 
tion brought us the information that the Highways 
Department was strongly opposed and desired the 
nuisance ground at least a mile from the highway. 
The Department of Health, which supervises sanita¬ 
tion, would appear to have permitted creation of this 
“dump” and the decision must have met the approval 
of the citizens of Bellevue from whom no protest has 
been heard. 

If we are to take pride in the scenic beauty of the 
Crows Nest Pass the existance of a nuisance ground 
at the very edge of the highway cannot be allowed. 
Here is an opportunity where the Coleman and Blair- 
more Boards of Trade can work in conjunction, with 
the support of community minded citizens of Bellevue, 
to have the nuisance ground moved to a spot much 
less conspicuous than the present one. 

SUPPORT THE TAG DAY 

Today British Columbia has the sympathy of a 
vast majority of Canadians in its loss through floods 
of human life, livestock, property damage, destruction 
of land and human misery to many thousands of its 
citizens in both the Kootenays and the Fraser Valley. 
Flood waters are now receding, the titanic task of re 
habilitation is about to begin. 

Throughout the Dominion funds are being created 
with which to help rehabilitate these unfortunate peo¬ 
ple. Here in Coleman a tag day will be sponsored on 
Saturday. Support it well and help in small part to 
relieve the suffering of B.C.’s unfortunate flood victims.. 

A SEWAGE SYSTEM 

At long last definite steps are to be taken to probe 
the feasibility of main and second streets being ser¬ 
viced with a sewage system. 

The business section of the town has long past the 
stage when a cesspool in the back yard sufficed for ho¬ 
tel or small businessplace. The town has grown, more 
children are attending our schools, hotels are busier, 
main street is busier. 

The schools and hotels particularly have been 
plagued with an outmoded system of sanitation and 
have spent many hundreds of dollars in vain effort to 
secure a sanitation system that would prove adequate 
for their requirements. Sanitary engineers from Ed¬ 
monton have advocated the sewage system as a per¬ 
manent gplution and occasionally the subject would 
be discussed at council meetings but with no concrete results. 

A few years ago ex provincial sanitary engineer Menzies 
estimated the cost of the system for main and second streets 
would be $10,000. Today that figure can be boosted to $15,000 
or $20,000. Should the money be available for a sewage system 
it should most definitely be established as the town urgently 
requires such sanitation and as time goes by the system can be 
extended throughout the community. 


Took The Wrong Way Home! 

In the wee hours of Friday 
morning two men came to 
grief with their car on the 
footpath leading from the 
hospital to Second street east. 

They endeavored to drive 
from the top of the hill and 
drove the car between the 
fence of the R. Bell residence 
and the electric light pole to 
get on to the pathway. The 
pathway proved too steep and 
too narrow for the car with 
the result that the machine 
got on too steep an angle and 
fell on its side approximately 
twenty five yards down the 
hill.

4. Deformity of the limb. 

5. Irregularity of the bone. 


GENERAL SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS OF FRACTURE 

1. Pain at or near the seat of fracture. 

2. Loss of power in the limb. 

3. Swelling about the seat of fracture. 

The limb assumes an unnatural position, and is mis-shapen at the seat of fracture 


If the bone is close to the skin the fracture may be felt. 

GENERAL RULES FOR TREATMENT OF FRACTURE 

1. Attend to the fracture on the spot. No matter how crowded the thoroughfare, or how short the distance to 
a more convenient or comfortable place, no attempt must be made to move the patient until the limb has been 
rendered as immovable as practicable by splints or other means of restraint, unless life is in danger from some 
other cause. 

2. When haemorrhage accompanies a fracture it must be attended to first, and the wound covered by a clean 
dressing. 

3. Steady and support the injured limb so that its further movement on the part of either the patient or the 
bystanders is prevented. 

4. With great care and without using force place the limb in as natural a position as possible. The scope of the 
First-Aider in the treatment of fractures is not necessarily to set the fracture accurately, but to maintain the 
broken ends in a fixed position so that they shall not cause further injury to the tissues around them. 

5. Apply splints, bandages and slings when necessary. The splints must be firm, and long enough to keep the 
joints immediately above and below the fractured bone at rest. Ample width is very desirable in a splint. A 
splint may be improvised from a broom or brush handle, piece of wood, paper firmly folded, or, in fact, anything 
that is firm, long and wide enough. When these are not available, the body itself may be used as a splint, and 
the upper limbs may be fixed in various ways to it. The lower limbs may be fastened to one another. A general 
method for dealing with any fracture of the upper limb is carefully to remove the coat if possible; straighten the 
limb by gentle and steady extension; bend the elbow and lay the limb against the chest with the hand just touch¬ 
ing the opposite shoulder. The hand may be fixed in this position by a bandage looped around the wrist and 
tied around the neck, taking care that there is no constriction at the wrist. The limb is then bound firmly to the 
chest by a broad bandage or similar method, the coat replaced and butjpned over the fractured limb. This method 
may also be used for fractures of the shoulder-blade and collar-bone. In the lower limb, if no splinting facilities 
are available, extend the broken limb and tie the ankles and feet together with a figure-of-8 bandage. If pad¬ 
ding is available, pad between the legs. Fasten the knees together with a broad bandage. Bandage above and 
below the fracture.
